With the progress of knowledge,

Only seventy years have passed

It has had to encounter all 
kinds of prejudices, preconceptions 
and fanatical hatreds, and yet, in 
spite of organized oppos.t on, it is 
rather remarkable that the theory 
has ob‘ained such general accept 
ance in so short a time; this in itself 
is a demonstration of the process of 
evolution in the mind of man.
